Lady  and  Gentlemen 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Publit  Health 
Department  for  1969  a very  special  pleasure  since  this  report  makes  thirty  years, 
a generation,  in  which  I have  been  making  such  reports  The  present  report  shows 
a generally  satisfactory  state  of  Public  Health,  and  it  is  perhaps  worthwhile 
looking  back  over  the  records  to  notice  the  changes  in  that  time 

When  I came  to  Darwen  in  1939  the  town  was  at  the  close  of  the  terrible  years 
of  depression,  my  predecessor  noted  that  in  1938  nearly  30$  of  insured  adults  were 
unemployed,  today  Darwen  is  a booming  town;  the  Health  Department  was  housed  in 
small  cramped  offices  in  the  Town  Hall,  the  clinic  in  a converted  shoo  on  Bolton  Road 
Bull  Hill  Maternity  Home  was  then  a busy  ’’fever"  hospital  which  I often  vis' ted  three 
or  even  four  times  in  a day

A comprehensive  range  of  services  is  maintained 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  Lancashire  County 
Council,  including  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  and  other  School 
Health  Services  - Medical  and  Dental. 

Ambulance  service  is  provided  by  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Hospital  services  are  provided  by  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  including  general  hospital 
facilities  in  Blackburn  and  a Maternity  Home  in  the 
former  Darven  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Bull  Hill. 

The  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Department  of 
the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire  lloya.1  Infirmary  undertake 
the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  for  the  Borough 
of  Darwen,  in  accordance  with  the  Government  scheme  now 
being  officially  carried  cut  in  this  area  by  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

Sanatoria  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Tuberculosis  Scheme  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  and  Regional  Hospital  Board,  but  the  Area  Tuberculosis  Officer 
and  Nurse  maintain  close  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Department, 
furnishing  particulars  about  housing  conditions  and  environment 
generally.

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental  Health  Services 
for  the  year  1969* 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  noise 
nuisances  during  the  year  thanks  to  the  excellent  co-operation  of  industry. 

Private  tips  have  had  to  be  kept  under  constant  surveillance  to  keep 
nuisance  down  to  the  minimum.  It  is  hoped  that  more  stringent  conditions 
will  be  required  when  the  planning  consent  for  the  tips  concerned  has  to  be 
renewed . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  two  major  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were 
ready  for  submission  to  the  Ministry.  These  were  the  Ashton  Street  and 
Ellenshaw  Areas. 

Vandalism  continues  to  cause  concern  and  many  visits  have  to  be  made 
to  premises  regarding  complaints  of  nuisance  and  danger. 

During  the  year  Mr.  J.F.  Oxford,  the  Technical  Assistant  for  smoke 
control,  joined  Salford  Corporation  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  F.  Townley 
a former  member  of  the  Department. 

Miss.  M.  Duckworth  after  many  years  on  the  staff  became  a member  of 
the  Town  Clerk’s  Department  as  a Committee  Clerk  and  was  replaced  by 
Miss.  M.A.  Hoyle. 

A new  junior  clerk  Miss.  G.  Bradshaw  was  appointed  to  take  over  the 
duties  formally  carried  out  by  Miss.  Hoyle. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Webster  and  Dr.  Hutchinson 
for  their  help  and  also  the  staff  and  employees  of  the  Department, 
particularly  my  Deputy,  Mr.  P.H.  Watson,  for  their  keeness  and 
co-operation,  and  finally  to  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  town  is  served  by  the  Fylde  Water  Boards  Water  is 
supplied  as  followss- 

(a)  The  high  level  Sunnyhurst  storage  reservoir  which  was 
constructed  in  1 875 • Situated  over  900  ft.  above  sea 
level  it  has  a capacity  of  92  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  lower  level  Earnsdale  impounding  reservoir 
constructed  in  1863<»  Situated  over  700  ft.  above 
sea  level  it  has  a capacity  of  100  million  gallons. 


When  reservoir  stocks  are  depleted  to  a level  below  the 
control  line,  the  difference  is  made  up  by  bringing  water  from  the 
Fishmoor  Treatment  Plant  at  Blackburn, 


Work  completed  in  recent  years  to  improve  the  Darwen  supply 
system  consists  of  :~ 

(a)  The  construction  at  Sunnyhurst  of  a reinforced  concrete 
clear  water  tank  of  0.8  million  gallons  capacity,  covered 
with  an  aluminium  roof, 

(b)  The  construction  of  a similar  type  of  tank  at  Earnsdale  of 
0.9  million  gallons  capacity. 

(c)  The  Earnsdale  pump  house,  which  is  a brick  built  super- 
structure on  a reinforced  concrete  sub- structure • 

(d)  The  renovation  of  two  existing  slow  sand  filters  at 
Sunnyhurst. 

(e)  The  construction  of  a new  building  at  Sunnyhurst  to  house 
lime  dosing  equipment,  and  a further  building  to  house  the 
ozone  treatment  plant,  together  with  mess  room  accommodation.

Luring  the  year  the  Fylde  Water  Board  took  a total  of  78  samples 
from  the  reservoirs 

75  examinations  of  the  water  supply  were  carried  out  by  the  Water 
Board  from  the  taps  of  domestic  users  during  the  year. 

In  addition  occasional  samples  are  taken  by  the  Health  Department 
after  complaints. 
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The  approximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  with 
public  water  is  12,0368 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  owners  of  property  to  install  separate 
service  pipes  where  the  pressure  is  low,  the  Corporation  and  the 
Fylde  Water  Board  pay  half  the  cost  of  the  installation. 

PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 


There  are  still  a number  of  dwellings  in  the  town  which  because 
of  their  situation  have  to  rely  on  private  water  supplies  and  these 
are  sampled  at  regular  intervals.  Users  are  advised  on  precautionary 
measures  while  steps  are  being  taken  for  permanent  purification.  In 
addition  every  effort  is  made  to  change  these  private  supplies  to  the 
public  supply  where  practicable.

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  River  Darwen  continues  \.o  be  polluted  by  industrial  waste  effluents 
and  used  as  a dumping  ground  for  unwanted  refuse 0 


Unfortunately  the  demands  on  the  River  Board  personnel  prevent  frequent 
inspections  of  the  river  although  I think  some  priority  should  be  given  to  a 
river  such  as  this  which  passes  in  close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses  at 
certain  stages  of  its  course. 

CLEAN  AIR 


Industrial  atmospheric  pollution  from  boiler  plant  has  been  contained  to 
minimum  proportions  and,  on  the  whole,  plant  engineers  co-operate  with  the 
Department  to  the  full.  Since  the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts  and 
associated  Regulations,  modernization  and  mechanisation  of  plant  and  ancillary 
equipment  has  progressed  satisfactorily  but  occasional  technical  breakdown 
produces  grounds  for  complaint.  It  is  usual,  however,  for  the  Department  to 
be  advised  by  telephone  of  details  of  the  fault  and  steps  being  taken  to 
minimise  nuisance.  Fortunately  these  occurrences  are  rare. 

On  the  domestic  front,  the  implementation  of  smoke  control  was  made  more 
difficult  by  the  short  supply  of  many  types  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  and  the 
Corporation  were  placed  in  the  embairassing  position  of  preparing  Smoke  Control 
Orders,  whilst  at  the  same  time  suspecting  that  reactive  open  fire  fuels  were 
not  readily  available.  Over  the  1969  Christmas  period,  the  problem  became 
acute  and  fuel  suppliers,  with  whom  we  have  a go^d  working  relationship,  had 
no  option  but  to  supplement  their  supplies  with  coal 0 This  solid  fuel  shortage 
gave  the  Corporation  no  option  but  to  think  in  terms  of  smoke  control  suspension 
and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  were  contacted  with  a view  to 
suspending  existing  Orders.  As  a result  of  this  set  back,  the  solid  fuel 
enthusiast  in  Darwen  is  becoming  rare  and  rapidly  becoming  replaced  by  gas 
minded  householders.  The  number  of  people  opting  for  gas  appliances  in  new 
Smoke  Control  Areas  is  now  in  the  region  of  80j£o 

Smoke  emissions  from  other  than  boiler  plant  occur,  usually  by  accident. 
Uncontrolled  incineration  of  rubbish  by  shopkeepers  and  householders  in  the 
confines  of  their  premises  produce  localized  nuisance  but  personal  approach 
usually  prevents  repeat  performances.  The  disposal  of  industrial  waste 
including  P.V.C.  on  tips  can  produce  pollution  problems  and  careful  watch  is 
maintained  to  prevent  firing  of  tips  with  resultant  health  hazard. 

During  the  year  the  Darwen  No. 4 Smoke  Control  Area  was  confirmed  to  come 
into  operation  on  the  31st  of  October  and  work  was  proceeding  on  the  No.  5 
Area  to  come  into  operation  towards  the  middle  of  1970. 

A total  of  1,689  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
smoke  control.

Little  change  has  occurred  throughout  the  year  in  the  implementation 
of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  routine  inspections  still 
reveal  isolated  unregistered  premiseso  In  the  same  way,  reduction  of  staff 
to  family  members  only  removed  a number  of  premises  already  registered  from  the 
scope  of  the  Act.  Informal  action  has  been  necessary  in  5 cases  to  require 
improvements  in  working  conditions  of  personnel,  with  especial  reference  to 
maintaining  adequate  heating  during  the  winter  period.  Most  of  the  infringe- 
ments discovered  were  of  a minor  nature  but  never-tne-less  consume  Departmental 
time  in  enforcing  satisfactory  remedies,. 

No  prosecutions  were  instituted  during  the  year.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Pest  Control  section  for  the  Department 
is  containing  the  rat  population  in  Darwen  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
general  public,  who  are  usually  quick  to  report  sightings  of  rodents, 
disinfestation  of  these  dangers  to  public  health  is  proving  no  problem. 

No  "warfarin"  resistant  rats  are  known  to  exist  within  the  Borough  and  regular 
sewer  treatment,  inspection  of  suspect  areas  of  the  River  Darwen  and  selected 
areas  of  the  older  part  of  town  pay  dividends  in  eliminating  individual  rats 
before  colonies  spring  up. 

Drainage  systems  still  prove  to  be  the  likely  source  of  rat  infestation 
in  and  around  dwellings  and  the  twice  yearly  sewer  treatment  is  often 
exceeded  in  the  older  areas  of  Darwen  where  rats  are  suspected,, 

Most  of  the  larger  industrial  and  commercial  firms  contract  cut  to 
private  disinfestation  companies,  to  carry  out  regular  surveys  and  treatments. 
The  Corporation  act  in  this  way  in  rodent  control  on  the  Municipal  Tip,  thus 
relieving  the  Department's  Staff  to  deal  with  domestic  complain:, 3, 

Mice  are  still  proving  to  be  the  rodent  menace  in  the  town.  Baits 
containing  alphachlorolose  are  proving  very  effective  especially  when  used  in 
low  temperatures,  although  when  experimented  with  in  a small  bakery,  kills 
mostly  of  young  mice,  took  place  from  bait  placed  in  a cylinder  cupboard  and 
by  a coke  fired  oven.  Traps  are  still  put  to  good  use  and  householders  are 
no  longer  completely  relying  on  the  Corporation  to  eradicate  the  casual  mouse 
visitor  as  in  former  days.  These  rodents  appear  to  be  coming  more  wily  as  the 
years  progress  and  many  variations  on  the  baiting  theme  have  to  be  tried, 
including  the  mixing  of  different  poisons  with  bait  bases-  Block  control  of 
mice  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary  in  terraced  properties  as  there  is  a 
tendency  today  for  houses  to  be  vacated,  without  warning,  by  irresponsible 
elements  and  left  littered  with  unwanted  rubbish  and  household  effects  which 
provide  ideal  breeding  conditions  for  rodents.  Unless  early  discovery  of  these 
conditions  is  made,  mice  rapidly  over-flow7  into  neighbouring  dwellings 
necessitating  block  treatments  of  the  area. 

Requests  have  been  made  to  the  Department  for  assistance  in  the  eradication 
of  rabbits,  moles  and  feral  pigeons,  the  latter  being  on  the  increase  in  the 
locality.  Specialist  firms  have  been  of  value  to  complainants  and  have  proved 
to  be  most  efficient  and  helpful  to  all  concerned. 

PEST  DISINFESTATION 


The  disinfestation  of  premises  of  insect  pests  has  continued  throughout 
the  year,  the  most  common  cause  of  complaint  being  the  cockroach.  Domestic 
premises  prove  to  be  the  commonly  infested  but  treatments  have  taken  place  in 
small  canteens  and  food  premises,  shops  and  at  an  elderly  peoples'  home.  In 
the  latter  case,  as  has  been  found  previously  in  dealing  with  infestation  in 
small  nursery  schools,  the  source  of  infestation  has  been  found  to  exist  in 
clinker/ash,  bedding  for  concrete  flags  on  the  outside  of  che  buildings, 
conditions  during  the  summer  months  being  warm  and  damp  in  these  positions 
and  being  conducive  to  the  metamorphosis  of  the  insects. 
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The  usual  seasonal  destruction  of  wasps'  nests  had  to  be  carried  out,  the 
most  difficult  being  in  the  loft  space  of  a large  detatched  house  where  the 
nest  has  been  built  between  rafters  and  chimney  breast.  After  destruction  of 
the  insects,  it  was  removed,  almost  intact,  and  presented  to  a local  school 
for  study  purposes. 

Golden  spider  beetles  are  still  erroneously  confused  with  bedbugs,  the 
larder  beetle  has  been  reported  on  three  occasions,  and  fleas  have  been  dealt 
with  twice  during  the  year.

CLEARANCE  AREAS 


Since  the  new  Housing  Act  came  into  operation,  the  Corporation  have 
proceeded  to  implement  the  Clearance  Area  programme  with  the  assurance 
that  the  owners  of  property  concerned  will  be  able  to  get  better 
compensation  than  was  possible  under  previous  legislation. 

The  first  Clearance  Area  represented  was  the  Ashton  Street  Clearance 
Area  in  September , 

It  was  proposed  that  this  would  be  quickly  followed  by  the  Ellenshaw 
Area  Phase  one  in  the  early  part  of  1970, 

This  would  then  link  up  with  the  new  housing  development  taking 
place  in  the  Anyon  Street  Area  at  the  present  time-. 

The  total  number  of  houses  involved  in  the  two  Clearance  Areas  will 
be  196, 

Further  Clearance  Areas  will  follow  as  quickly  as  possible- 

Thirty-five  houses,  mainly  in  prospective  clearance  areas  were 
acquired,  making  a total  of  236  houses  acquired  in  all  in  redevelopment 
areas  over  the  last  few  years.

Other  action  taken  following  complaints  regarding  food 

(1 ) Cream  Doughnut 

The  doughnut  was  purchased  from  a vending  machine  housed  at  a local 
factory  and  was  found  to  be  mould}'-  Investigations  were  carried  out 
and  the  management  and  suppliers  of  the  item  were  advised  as  to  the 
precautions  necessary  to  prevent  a recurrence^, 

(2)  Sweet  and  Sour  Pork  Dish 

Complaint  received  that  meal  tasted  of  fish*  Samples  of  the  meal  and 
the  cooking  medium  were  analysed  with  negative  results,  also  the 
kitchen  utensils  and  cooking  methods  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.-  No  other  complaints  were  received  from  people  partaking 
of  the  same  meal:  No  further  action. 

(3)  Sausage  Roll 

This  was  another  case  of  a food  commodity  purchased  from  a vending 
machine.  It  was  found  that  the  conditions  of  temperature  and  humidity 
of  the  machine  were  such  as  to  promote  the  formation  of  mould  and  the 
firm  concerned  undertook  to  sell  this  type  of  food  only  from  the  canteen 
where  conditions  of  storage  could  be  properly  controlled

( 4 ) Jar  of  Blackcurrant  Jam 

Complaint  of  foreign  body  within  the  contents  of  the  jar.  The 
foreign  body  consisted  of  a small  snail  or  crustacean  and  the  firm 
concerned  instituted  a full  investigation  into  the  case.  Ail 
processes  and  process  checks  were  examined  with  special  emphasis  on 
the  human  element'  section  of  the  programme.  The  firm  undertook 
all  practicable  means  to  prevent  a recurrence. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  complaints  were  received  regarding 
food  purchased  from  coin  operated  vending  machines.  This  emphasizes  the 
need  for  great  care  in  the  application  of  Food  vending  m«ichines  as  on 
occasions  they  are  installed  in  situations  where  proper  control  of  storage 
conditions  are  extremely  difficult.

Total  of  658  inspections  with  1,025  re-inspections  were  carried  out 
throughout  the  year.

46  visits  in  all  were  made  regarding  the  certification  of  food  not  fit  for 
human  consumption-  These  were  in  the  main  due  to  voluntary  surrender  by

Mainly  due  to  the  activities  of  the  District  Inspectors  there  has 
been  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  noise  complaints  and  with  the 
increased  co-operation  from  industrial  concerns  in  the  town  it  is  hoped 
this  tendency  will  continue. 

The  main  complaints  this  year  have  been  from  people  annoyed  by  noise 
from  the  barking  of  dogs  which  in  many  cases  could  have  been  eliminated  by 
a little  thought  by  the  ownersa 

TIPS 


Conditions  at  private  tips  which  for  some  years  have  necessitated 
constant  surveillance  changed  considerably  during  the  past  year.  As 
the  bulk  of  the  tips  were  due  for  renewal  of  planning  consent  it  is 
hoped  that  more  stringent  conditions  will  be  enforced  than  on  previous 
occasions^ 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  FOOD  POISONING 


A total  of  16  visits  were  made  during  the  year  regarding  the 
investigation  of  infectious  diseases*  There  were  4 cases  of  Food 
Poisoning  reported  during  the  yeare 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


The  provisions  of  the  Act  regarding  closing  hours,  early  closing, 

Sunday  trading  and  the  employment  of  young  persons  is  administered  by 
the  Department, 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1930*  (Movement  of  Animals) 

The  duties  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  are  carried  out  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Police  who  issue  all  the  necessary  licences 
controlling  the  movement  of  animals. 


HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Ladies  hairdressing  continues  to  be  a popular  business.  There 
are  55  hairdressing  premises  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Darwen  Corporation  Act,  1948. 

Premises  are  inspected  prior  to  opening  and  work  done  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations0 

Reinspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time  but  very  little 
trouble  is  experienced  with  this  type  of  business  after  the  initial 
alterations  are  carried  out. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

Two  premises  are  licensed  under  this  Act.  Both  were  satisfactorily 
conducted  throughout  the  year. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1965. 

Four  premises  are  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
All  were  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  for  the  welfare 
of  animals. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964 

One  establishment  was  licensed  under  the  Act.  Premises  are  only 
licensed  after  the  receipt  of  a satisfactory  veterinary  report. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  and  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  Section  17  of  the 
1 948  Act. 
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Two  bodies  were  buried  under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of 
the  1948  Act,  which  requires  the  Local  Authority  to  dispose  of  the 
bodies  of  persons  who  have  died  in  its  area  if  it  appears  no  suitable 
funeral  arrangements  would  otherwise  be  made. 


MORTUARY 

56  bodies  were  received  at  the  Mortuary  during  the  year 
and  post-mortem  examinations  were  carried  out  on  them  all. 
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
